If a cut or laceration is made with a 


clean instrument, it is best to dress the 
wound without even washing off the 
exuding blood. If the injury was 
caused by anything not clean or if any 
foreign matter be present and a sus- 
picion of infection exists, of course the 
injured surface should be thoroughly 
cleansed, In the absence of an aati- 
septic solution plain hot water may be 
used and the particles of dirt or grit 
removed with a new needle or wooden 
toothpick, says Mother’s Magazine. 

The healing of wounds is often ma- 
terially interfered with by the appli- 
cation of useless or injurious “reme- 
dies” and overattention in the disturb- 
ance or changing of dressings. If a 
wound is perfectly clean and the edges 
correctly brought together the only, 
way nature can be assisted is by keep- 
ing it so. However, it is sometimes 
not’ only advisable, but necessary, to 
make ‘gn application of some kind to 
relieve severe pain, particularly in chil- 
dren and nervous subjects, and a splen- 
did preparation for thts purpose is pre- 
pared by rubbing together equal parts 
of pure carbolic acid crystals and gum 
camphor till an oily liquid is formed, 
after which twice the quantity of sweet 
oi) is added.

Automobile That Turne Completely 
Over In Midair.

sault before reaching a platform some 
feet off. The arrangements by which 
this remarkable feat is achieved are 
notable for their simplicity. The 
necessary gyrating impulse is given to 
' the car as it reaches the base of the 
incline by the estrangement of the 
guiding rails in relation to the track 
itself. On the incline, which starts at 
a height of fifty feet from the ground, 
are a pair of broad tracks for the 
wheels of the car, and between these a 
pair of guide rails. The car is kept to 
these rgils by four ball bearing rollers, 
two in’ front and two behind. The 
former press the sides of the rails, 
while the latter run in grooves on the 
tops of the same. This arrangement, 
combined with the sharp upward turn 
of the rails at the base of the incline, 
gives the car the necessary twisting 
impulse just as it Jeaps into the air, 
for the front wheels of the car remain 
on the track, while the hind ones are 
tilted up by the back rollers, which 
run on the top of the rails. As the 
center of gravity of the car describes 
a parabola In the aly the car itself 
turns a slow somersault, moving 
through 40 degrees for every two feet 
horizontal advunce. Having turned 
completely round, it will have thus ad- 
vanced nine feet, and a_ collapsible 
platform its placed at this distance tu 
receive it. The car lands on this tu a 
horizontal position, the force of the 
impact being taken up by the springs, 
and runs off it for some thirty or forty 
feet. The success of the affair con. 
| sists in the careful adjustment of the 
pitch of the rails‘in relation to that of 
the track. The car must land on tha 


platform all four wheels at once; other-:

| Aborigines In Queensland Encouraged 
to Start Banking Accounts, 


Blacks with banking accounts con- 
stitute the latest development in 
Queensland. With a view to the en- 
couragement of thrift, the department 
in charge of aboriginals inthe state 
is pressing their employers to pay 
them wages, and at the same time 

ng on the blacks themselves, both 
male and female, the importance ‘of 
banking the money, with the result 
that most of them have banking ac- 
counts. The system was recently in- 


augurated in connection with the in-. 


mates of the Garambah aboriginal ste- 
tion, many of whom are employed in 
clearing and farm work, and already 
fifty bankbooks show a credit of £150. 
As far as possible’ every native with- 
in the care of the department is be- 
ing put to work, many of the girls 
being sent to Brisbane, where they 
enter domestic service. There are 
about 120 girls now in Brisbane, and 
all have banking accounts.

The grapes and central stem, also 
heavily padded, are worked in a smooth 
satin stitch. The tendrils and fine inner 
line of’the border are done either in the 
tiny over-and-over stitch, which te such 
a characteristic of the exauisite French 


embroidery, or it can be done in a cord- 
ing stitch. The latter is worked by fol- 
lowing the stamping with a close run- 
ning stitch, and then catching another 
thread underneath each stitch. 

Before padding the Bippeleaves, work 
the veins in the fine over-and-over 
atitch, Then fill in the rest of the leaf 
with the .arning cotton and cover with 
a satin stitch.
